on spectacles through the device of 
rebating to the eye doctors approxi­ 
mately half of the total price paid 
by their patients for glasses. 
One suit named as defendants 
Rausch A Lomb of Rochester, N. 
Y., and four subsidiary companies, 
as well as 30 eye doctors, who, Mr. 
Hotchkiss Mid, were named In a 
"representative capacity”. 
These 30, he said, represented 
some 3,000 doctors who he said 
regularly received 
rebates 
from 
Rausch A Lomb and Its four sub­ 
sidiaries—the Riggs Optical Co.- 
Consolidated of Chicago; the Riggs 
Optical Co., Inc., of Ran Francisco; 
the Melntlre. Magee A Rrown Co., 
of Philadelphia, and the Southeast. 
arn Optical Co., Inc., of Richmond, 
Va. 
The other suit named as defend­ 
ants the American Optical Co. of 
Southbridge, Mass., "a voluntary 
association”, and the American Op­ 
tical Co. of Southbridge, Mass., a 
corporation, plus 20 doctors named 
representatively for 3,000 doctors 
throughout the country. 
In each suit the eye doctors, do­ 
ing busineM with the defendant 
companies, were sued as a class.

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Madame Sun Posts A Warning 
M 
ADAME Sun Yat-aen, widow of th* revered 
founder of the Chinese republic, warns that 
the United States is being both drawn 
and 
pushed Into Chinese civil strife, over Commun­ 
ism. The ultim ate aim of the involvement, she 
declares, is to provoke war between the United 
States and Russia. 
Her advice is to stop sending m ilitary supplies 
to China unless the United States is assured of a 
representative Chinese coalition government. This 
Is an open criticism of Madame Sun’s brother-in- 
law, Chiang Kai-shek, leader of the existing 
N ationalist governm ent and of the Kuomlntang, 
ber husband’s political organization. 
Lacking a coalition government, the United 
States would be wiser, on# gathers from Madame 
Bun’s remarks, to withdraw from China. She de­ 
clares that It is not only Chinese reactionaries, 
but American reactionaries, who are willing to 
precipitate war between this country and Russia. 
W hether she want# the United States to leave 
China to its civil war, or believes tho threat to 
do so would force th* present governm ent to 
broaden its political base and thereby w arrant 
further American assistance, is not clear. Nor 
Is It clear what eh* thinks further American 
assistance might accomplish- It Is clear only that 
the widow of the father of Chinese republicanism 
Is disturbed. 
Madame Sun’s warning sounds vague and ge­ 
mote—as vague and remote as the warning, when 
civil war was brewing In Spain, th at World W ar 
II might grow out of IL But there Is a trem end­ 
ous difference between China and Spain. 
China was our wartime ally and a military 
beneficiary of the United States. American troops 
ere quartered In China. They are committed to 
one side in a civil war which already ie being 
fought, despite the efforts of Gen. George C. Mar­ 
shall to reconcile the opposing actions. An in­ 
cident could bring our troops, into armed con­ 
flict; It could shock Americans into realizing what 
we thought never would be forgotten after Pearl 
H arbor—that the United States is all that stands 
lo the way of domination of Asia’s millions by 
the strongest Asiatic power. In 1941 It was 
Japan. In 1946 it Is Russia. 
Tbs circumstances of World W ar ill lie not so 
much In the innum erable friction of European 
disintegration as In the possibility of Asiatic 
Integration by a government hostile to America. 


CHINA ll the orphan of the war. 
Fighting longest, and undoubt­ 
edly at the largest cost In life, 
China remains what she has been 
for half a century, a country In 
turmoil, in confusion, without gen­ 
uine governmental authority.

creates to make OPA policy. 
If the compromise becomes law, OPA will be 
given a renewed lease on life a* an enforcement 
agency only—and with severely-limited power to 
do th a t 
Authority 
will rest with 
three presidential 
appointees subject to confirmation by the Sen­ 
ate, whose majority is on record for liquidating 
OPA. 
The compromise proposal would reinstate rent 
control, which otherwise would be exercised by 
state and local authority anyway, because the 
nature of the housing shortage makos public con­ 
trol inevitable. 
But Just about everything else that OPA was 
authorized to do henceforth would be subject to 
the decision of the newly-appointed trium virate 
succeeding the one-man rule which made price 
control obnoxious to Congress. 
Moreover, the trium virates power of decision 
would be held in abeyance for another month of 
freedom from price and profit control. During 
that time adjustm ents which began July I would 
continue. 
President Truman, it is reported, is prepared 
to accept the compromise, though It is less favor 
able than the original compromise which he re­ 
jected. His choice now, with Congress preparing 
to adjourn for the rest of the year, is between 
something and nothing. It must be obvious to him 
by this time that lf the issue were to go through J 
Congress again the result would he nothing. 


German prisoners of 
war were asked Just before re­

They 
were unable to answ er most of our 
questions. We PW’s have learned 
about democracy In lecture*. Why 
don’t you do the sam e thing for 
the people here?” 
"Americana claim that the atom 
bomb is a product of their own 
scientists, which Ie not likely be­ 
cause the first atom bomb was 
dropped after Germany’s defeat, 
Indicating th at this Invention was 
made by German* and brought to 
America." 
"The American Is childish and 
profit-seeking and rarely keeps bls 
word to a PW. I don’t even trust 
this questionnaire." 
In Its report, the office of the 
provost m arshal general says that.

O O U V IA ’S newest outburst of political violenca 
is timed with apparent aim to create a new 
regime by the anniversary of Simon Bolivar's 
birth, 163 years ago on July 24.

Secretary of State Byrnes made 
a report on the attem pt to start 
the making of peace, at a council 
In Paris with the foreign m inisters 
of Russia and other countries. Mr. 
Byrnes 
practiced 
the 
restraint 
which Ie the responsibility of men 
In official position. He avoided say­ 
ing that the differences with Rus­ 
sia are irreconcilable. He spoke 
of the difficulty of dealing with 
the Russian representatives and 
the technique they practiced 
in 
conference. 
"Our experience suggests that 
understanding, 
particularly 
with 
our Soviet friend*, cannot be reach­ 
ed until we have gone through 
round of verbal combat, in which 
old complaints are repeated, past 
positions reaffirmed, differences ac­ 
centuated and crises provoked.” 
Sen. Vandenberg, also reporting 
officially on the Paris conference, 
likewise practiced re stra in t 
He. 
like Secretary Byrnes, spoke of 
Russia’s technique, alluded to "the 
insatiable 
Soviet 
appetite 
for 
proselyting and propaganda”. Yet 
Sen. Vandenberg went a little far­ 
ther than Secretary Byrnes in de­ 
fining the causes of the differences, 
th# depth of them—and what Sen. 
Vandenberg would not himself de­ 
scribe as, but what the thoughtful 
recognize aa, the fundam ental ir­ 
reconcilability of the differences. 
"Someone said at Paris that if 
this recent council had been con­ 
fined to America, France and Bri­ 
tain. It would have achieved agree­ 
m ent In IO days. This is simply 
another way of saying that east­ 
ern Communism and western de­ 
mocracy are the forces that con­ 
front each other. . . . They differ 
in ideas, ideals and ideologies.’’ 


I 
T IS there for anyone to recog­ 
nize who reads in the back­ 
ground of events and facts that are 
known to all. The difference be­ 
tween 
Russia 
and 
the 
United 
States is that Russia is Commun­ 
ist and America capitalist. But the 
difference goes vastly deeper. 
The United States is willing that 
Russia 
remain 
Communist. 
But 
Russia is not willing that capital­ 
ism remain in the United States, 
or in 
any country. The United 
States and Russia go to confer­ 
ences with purposes which do not 
coincide. The United States goes 
to bring about world peace. Russia 
goes to bring about world Com­ 
munism. 
The Russian purpose is to be 
found, among many sources, in a 
speech which Prem ier Stalin made 
last February. He. like Secretary 
Byrnes 
and 
Sen. 
Vandenberg, 
avoided 
contentious 
explicitness. 
Yet in his speech is a Communist 
thesis. 
It is that capitalism causes war: 
“Our Marxists declare that 
the 
capital system of world economy 
conceals elem ents of crisis and war. 
. . . The recent war arose in re­ 
ality as the inevitable result of the 
development of the world's eco­ 
nomic and political force# on th* 
basis of monopoly capitalism ." 
Prem ier Stalin is saying to his 
people that so long as there are 


countries practicing th# capitalist 
system, there will be wars, hence 
th at Russia must bring about the 
end of capitalism everywhere. 
But the purpose of extinguishing 
capitalism existed before the re­ 
cent war. It has been from the be­ 
ginning the Communist purpose, 
stated explicitly again and again 
by Communist leaders.

BOOK has been published by 
r \ William C. Bullitt. Mr. Bullitt 
was for years friendly to Russia, 
had intim ate relations with Rus­ 
sian leaders, who so outstanding as 
an American exponent of sympa­ 
thy for Russia that he was made 
by President Roosevelt our first 
am bassador to th# Soviet regime.

The world Is being polar­ 
ized, with Moscow as one focus 
and W ashington the other. This we 
are beginning to recognize. In the 
House of Representatives the other 
day the leader of the majority par­ 
ty, Rep. McCormack said: 
"The 
countries of the world are looking 
either to W ashington or Moscow."

Continuance of previous subsidies 
is authorised In the case of copper, 
lead and sine, as well as on crude 
oil from stripper wells, despite 
elimination of ceilings on petrole­ 
um.

Profits 
On “reconversion” items such as 
automobiles, household appliances 
and farm implements, the OPA is 
required to restore dealers’ prewar 
profit margins. 
On autos, for ex­

elimination of this cut would raise 
the price of popular-priced cars by 
an average of at least $75.

OPA officials said that under the 
new setup, ceilings on cotton tex­ 
tiles particularly—and hence on 
cotton clothing—would have to be 
increased, since the present mar­ 
ket price of cotton is considerably 
above parity.
